REFLECTIONS, &c. 


T is no ealy task to offer Refietions on what was deliver*d by Men 

who were to an{wer ir very ſoon after, at a great and juſt Tribunal. 

Bat fince the oblervations, that do Naturally occur from the reading 

dieſe Papers, lie heavier on the Cauſe, and Party, and their Religion, 

end Principles, than on the Perſons of theſe unhappy Men, I think it 15 

a Charity co thePublick to help all readers tore-examine chem with due arten-

tion; andto make theſe Remarks on them, which are ſo Juſt +hd Obvicus, 
that even thoſe, who might read them too haſtily, and wich too nuich par- 
tiality to obſerve them at fuſt, will bs forc'd ro acknowledge, on a {ecord 
png they are Native and Genuine, w:ictout putting any Forge or Strain 
on them. | : 

1. Mr. Charnock and Mr. King do both confeſs the Feft, and-fo they have 
Eſtabliſh'd the Credic of the Wuneiles; bue wich remarkable; difference, 
that Mr. King owns that God had given him a ſenſe of his Wickedneſs;' and ac- 
knowledges the Fuſt Hind of God in bs Puniſhment for that Grinve, wi partk 
«lar, and 19 deſires to find Mercy at his Hand. But »Mr. Charmokt feems 
not fo think to ha:d!y of his ſhare in chat deſign; he mentions: waghout 
any Words cond::wmng it, or importing that he had repented of it; So 
it 15 plain he thoug;t it was no din. ft 1s as piain that his Corfe/or thought ſo 
too. For as no Man, who knows the Principles of chat Religion, will be- 
lieve that he would die without Abſoiution, fo no Prieſt, who thought it 2 
Mortal >in, could give him Abfolacion, wichoat obliging him co confe!s 
the Guit, as well 35 the Fat. And, ſnc2 he has not done that, we may 
well conclude, that his Prieſt thought it was no Sin, and fo thought him 
obtig'd to make no other Confeſſion, but what might cover the Party. Kry 
ſays nothing at ail of the matter $ but a Criminal who dies without denying 
chat, for which: he is Condemn'd, is preſiim'd to confeſs it. 

2. Both Mr. Ch:rn:ck ard Mr. King deny that they ſaw or knew of any 
Order or Commilſym of Kinyz James. for the 4ſſ«{/ination. Mr. Charncek adds, 
that be bas had frequent Aſſurances of bis b.:ving reject ed ſuch propoſals when they have 
been iffered, It isno great Honour to a Prizc, that any dare make fuct; propo- 
fals tro him. We have a Kmg who wou'd creat any that ſhould make ſuch 
Propoſals to Him in tuch a manner, as ſhou'd for ever diſcourage the actempt 
for the future. When theſe are frequently made, it ſeems the thing is liked, 
tho? the merhods may nor be approv'd of, or the time not thought proper. 
To be often ſo'licited is no Character of a ſevere Viitue. 

But, what is here denied ? An O-d:r or Commiſſion for Aſſaſjmnaticn. This 
was never affirmed, nor ſo much as fuſpeted. The word Af. ſination is too 
hard ro be put in any Princes Orders or Cormigjecws, But a Commiſſicn to 
Attack the Prince of Orange (as he calls him) #*1 his Winter Quarters, Or to 
Seize bis Perſon and to fight bis Guards, or to levy 'War, againſt the Pei fon of 
the Prince of Orexge in England, by all ways and. means (after whici: man- 
ner we ate to'd, the Witnelleis expres themleives} This is, not-denyed by 
Mr. Chnck, therefore it may be preſumed that: in: 2s confeſsd-by him ; 
and the denial of this would have agreed beiter ' with the. wards that ga 
before, in which he owns the Undertaking to attack the Prince of Orange 
and his Guards, Now thenatural cloſe of this Perod ought rgthaye been (u 
it had Conliited with Truth) that he neicher ſaw nor knew of any Order or 
Commiſſi.n from King James for that Unde-r2king. Burt he changes the 
word, and puts 4Afſy/zating inſtead of it.
